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BIG DEMAND FOR PAPER IN ’FRISCO. 
The Rapid Resumption of Business in the City Has Resulted in 
an Enormous Increase in the Demand—Interesting News 
Items Concerning the Trade in San Francisco. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

San Francisco, August 23. 1906—Unless all signs fail, there 
will be an enormous demand for paper of all standard lines in 
San Francisco for at least six months to come. The rapid re- 
sumption of business by printing firms, newspapers and all 
other lines of trade keeps the demand increasing and prevents 
all thought of an accumulation of stock in the hands of the 
dealers. Since the big fire there has been an enormous in- 
crease in the demand for paper by the daily papers. The San 
Francisco Examiner has put in two new presses in San Fran- 
cisco and a new press in Oakland, and has increased its de- 
mand for paper accordingly. The Chronicle has put in one 
new press and has ordered another. The Call, the Bulletin 
and the Oakland Tribune have also put in new presses, and 
the Daily News has put in an entire new plant. Besides this, 
the minor dailies, together with most of the weekly and 
monthly publications, have resumed publication, some of them 
on a larger scale than before the fire. 

The Everett Pulp and Paper Company, represented by 
James I. Taylor, with offices at 906 Broadway, Oakland, is 
rushed with business. The mill at Everett, Wash., is running 
days, nights and Sundays in an effort to fill the partial vacuum 
existing in the paper supply in San Francisco. Most of the 
stock sold by this company here goes direct to the jobbers, so 
that no extensive warehousing is required. A San Francisco 
office will, however, be reopened at a future date. The Everett 
plant, being located at tide water on Puget sound, has not suf- 
fered much from the temporary embargo on railroad freights 
from all coast points to San Francisco. Moreover, the freight 
congestion has been largely overcome, and the railroad com- 
panies are now receiving and delivering freight in pretty fair 
shape. The Everett people are able to get thir shipments 
from Everett to San Francsico within five days, as before the 
fire. 

Blake, Moffitt & Towne, who lost one of the largest and best 
equipped paper warehouses in the United States by the San 
Francisco fire, and who have been handling their business from 
a large warehouse in Oakland ever since, are constructing a 
large reinforced concrete warehouse at Fourth and Michigan 
streets, adjoining the Santa Fe railroad tracks in San Francisco. 
They expect to move their headquarters from 419 Eleventh 
street, Oakland, to this new location in about two months. The 
new warehouse, however, will be occupied as offices only until 
the firm can erect or have built for them a large new fireproof 
building near the business center of San Francisco to be used 
as permanent headquarters. 

The Taylor Paper Company, Frank L. Taylor, manager, is a 
new jobbing house which is just opening at 36 Clay street, San 
Francisco, and is already building up a good wholesale trade. 
Mr. Taylor was formerly connected with the Taylor Paper Mills, 
at Camp Taylor, Cal., which are now owned by the Montgomery 
Estate, but which have been shut down for some time. 

Paper houses of San Francisco complain that the delivering 
of goods is much more expensive now than before the fire on 
account of the condition of the streets and sidewalks and also 
because of the scattering of all lines of trade into remote corners 
of the city. Paper houses are widely scattered at present, though 
it is hoped and expected that when permanent locations are se- 
cured, the various houses will come together in some prominent 
location. As a permanent district paper trade opinion is di- 
vided, some favor the old location on and near Sansome street, 
while others favor the Mission district, out near the railroad 


yards. Little thought or attention has, however, been given to 
permanent locations as yet. 

San Francisco seems secure in her hold upon the trade through 
her location as well as through habit and for other causes. Where 
there is a loss of trade as for instance in the catalogue line, as 
no catalogues are to be printed here this season, this loss is 
more than offset by other special work such as special adver- 
tising and promotion work, the Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany alone having determined on an extra expenditure of $20,000 
in this line. 

The unusually high insurance rates which are now being 
charged everywhere in San Francisco and particularly in those 
sections of the city which have hastily been built up with tem- 
porary wooden buildings is having a decided influence on the 
paper trade. It will, for the time being, prevent the carrying 
of heavy stocks in temporary quarters. It will lead to a rapid 
reconstruction of permanent fireproof buildings for office, sales- 
room and warehouse purposes. The immediate effect is the se- 
curing of warehouse facilities wherever brick or fireproof struc- 
tures can be had, 

A. Zellerbach & Sons, who were fortunate enough to save a 
large proportion of their property from the big fire, are still lo- 
cated on Jackson street near Montgomery. They have now 
leased additional spare in an adjoining building and already have 
plans under way for one of tne first new modern buildings to be 
put up in the city. This building is to be 120x137 feet and six 
stories high. This will be located at the corner of Jackson and 
Battery streets. 

Bonestell, Richardson & Co., wholesale paper dealers, report 
doinga heavy business at their temporary location on Sixth street. 
They have found their greatest difficulty to be the receiving and 
delivering of goods. Conditions are, however, rapidly improving 
as the city settles to the normal once more. 

A. Flashhacker & Co., who are interested in the Floriston 
Pulp and Paper Mills, at Floriston, Nev., report that the Flor- 
iston plant is running full shifts both night and day and still 
far from able to fill all orders. Eastern firms, however, are 
willing to advance goods and Manager Lowell says that the sit- 
uation is very good indeed. 

The H. S. Crocker Company, printers and manufacturing sta- 
tioners, are preparing to put in an immense printing and litho- 
graphing establishment on Brannan street between First and 
Second. This building will have a frontage of 137.6 feet and a 
depth of 275 feet. It will be built of buff brick, equipped with 
metal shutters and window frames and will be as nearly fire- 
proof as possible. Beside this there will be an eight-story fire- 
proof vault 24 feet square in the middle of the building. The 
plant will be equipped with the most modern printing and litho- 
graphing plants which can be secured. 

The California Paper Box Company has been incorporated in 
San Francisco with a capital stock of $50,000, of which $25,000 
has been subscribed. The incorporators are J. D. Jessup, Mari- 
etta E. Jessup and E. F. Jacobi. 

The Koshocton Paper Mills Company, of Koshocton, Ore., 
is negotiating with parties at Walla Walla, Wash., in regard to 
locating a straw board plant at the latter place. 

The California Card Manufacturing Company is preparing to 
put in a cardboard manufacturing plant at the corner of Potrero 
avenue and Mariposa street, San Francisco. 

The Occidental Blue Print Company, of San Francisco, has 
been incorporated in San Francisco with a capital stock of $25,- 
ooo by W. P. Day, E. S. Houdlette, L. Houdlette, S. F. Skaife 
and F. V. Meyers. ALLEN.

U. S. TALC COMPANY ABSORBED. 


The International Pulp Company Secures Control of 90 Per Cent. 
of Its Stock—This Deal Just Completed Will Consolidate Two 
of the Large Factors in the Business of Mining Talc. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

GovuverNEvuR, N. Y., August 28, 1906.—The International Pulp 
Company has secured control of the United States Tale Com- 
pany’s mills. The first meeting at which the opening negotia- 
tions were made was held here last week, Wednesday. Those 
in attendance were: Michael Doyle, of Rochester, president, and 
Kenneth L. Castle, of Rochester, attorney of the International 
Pulp Company; Frederick W. Emery, of Boston, president; W. 
R. Jones, treasurer, and F. M. Burdick, secretary of the United 
States Talc Company. Anson A. Potter, manager, represented 
the Ontario Talc Company interests. 

On Friday morning Mr, Castle announced that the Interna- 
tional had taken over go per cent, of the stock of the United 
States and assumed control. Negotiations are now pending for 
the purchase of a majority of the stock of the Ontario Talc 
Company. If this deal goes through the International will have 
a monopoly of the business, except for the Union Tale Company. 
It is not known here if the International proposes to open nego- 
tiations for the stock of that company. 

The deal effected last Friday is the result of repeated over- 
tures on the part of the International, which was organized early 
in 1893 with a capitalization of $5,000,000 for the purpose of 
consolidating the entire business of mining and grinding talc in 
this section. In April, 1893, the company purchased and took 
over the properties of the Natural Dam Pulp Company, Agalite 
Fibre Company, Adirondack Pulp Company and the St. Law- 
rence Pulp Company. The following year the property of the 
Asbestos Pulp Company was added. 

An effort was then made to purchase the property of the 
United States Tale Company, the mill of which was then in 
course of erection, but a failure to agree to terms resulted in 
the abandonment of the idea. Frequent unsuccessful attempts 
have been made up to the present time. 

The money for the 900 shares of United States stock was paid 
over this morning. The price paid for the stock is not known, 
but is said to be something more than par. The International 
people will assume the management of the United States busi- 
ness at once, retaining W. R. Jones as manager. For the pres- 
ent the business will be conducted at the old office and will be 
independent of International Pulp Company affairs. 

The United States Company has one of the best mines in the 
agalite belt. The mill is located on the Gouverneur & Oswe- 
gatchie Railroad at Dodgeville, nine miles south of here, the 
mine being on the same road at Talcville. The Ontario prop- 
erty consists of a mine and mill near Fullerville. 

It is understood that the International has been given an op- 
tion on all of the capital stock of the Ontario Company, the 
purchase of which will now be taken up. E. B. Sterling, of 
Watertown, president of the Ontario Company, has been in town.

Supply of Pulp Wood for Only Thirty-Three Years More. 
(PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Nracara Fats, N. Y., August 28, 1906.—The forests in the 
United States are rapidly dying out and Arboriculture holds 
that at the present rate of cutting timber they will last but 33 
years. By that time the production of commercial lumber must 
cease altogether. These statements arose from the report of a 
committee at the National Hardwood Lumber Association meet- 
ing held recently in Memphis, Tenn. This committee from the 
best estimates to be had, stated that “there now stood in the 
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United States approximately 1,475,000,000,000 feet of lumber, but 
that 45,000,000,000 feet were being cut every year. 

“But there are several other contingencies which must be con- 
sidered in such calculations. The annual fires in forests destroy 
an incredible quantity of standing timber, including all the 
younger growths which have started and the seed as well, and 
seed trees from which future forests must be produced. 

“Including the consumption of wood for pulp and paper, lum- 
ber cut for export and for domestic use, telegraph poles, cross 
ties, piling and fuel, of which much is still used in many loca- 
tions, the timber used in mining operations and that destroyed 
by forest fires, there are seventy-five billion feet of timber con- 
sumed each year, with an increased quantity yearly. It is evi- 
dent, therefore, that we have not enough timber standing to con- 
tinue commercially for more than 20 years in all the United 
States, including the Pacific coast forests.” W. E. T. 


Higher Wages at the Oxford Paper Co.’s Mill.

Rumrorp Fats, Me., August 28, 1906.—The clay workers of 
the Oxford Paper Mill, at Rumford Falls, have presented, 
through their boss, to Mr. Daniel McMaster, the superinten- 
dent, a request that they receive an addition of 2%4 cents per 
hour to their pay. The men interested include two tours of 
seven men each, working eight hours per day. They are con- 
fident that the request will be granted, as the girls in the 
finishing department have just received an increase of 25 cents 
per day, and the beater men received on the 12th of the month 
an increase of 3% cents per hour, this crew including six men.

Moyer Brothers’ Mill at Lyon Falls, N. Y., Burned.

Lyon Fats, N. Y., August 28, 1906—The Moyer Brothers’ 
paper mill at this place was burned to the ground last Friday 
morning at one o'clock. The building was a one-story struc- 
ture 50x80 feet in which the Moyer Brothers were making tissue 
paper. The mill was being run day and night. The fire was 
caused by friction from a shafting, it is thought. The firm em- 
ployed ten men in the mill and four of this number worked at 
night, when the fire was discovered. The loss is estimated at 
$7,000, partly covered by insurance. The town is without fire 
protection which accounted for the loss to the building. How- 
ever, a new water works system is being installed so that in two 


or three months the town will be able to cope with and handle 
fires.

Canadian Peat Bogs to Be Investigated. 


[FRoM ouR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Ortrawa, Canada, August 28, 1906.—At an early date Hon. 
Wm. Templeman proposes to give his attention to the possi- 
bilities connected with the peat deposits of Canada. The im- 
portance of peat as fuel is emphasized in a petition which the 
Minister received shortly before the close of Parliament. This 
document, which was signed by many members of Parliament 
and others, urged that the mines branch be instructed to 
make such a thorough investigation, with a view to obtaining 
reliable information as to situation, extent, capability of drain- 
age, and best methods of working available bogs, together 
with the character, calorific value, etc., of the peat contained 
in them, as will aid in intelligent development of this valuable 
resource. 

When in Europe a few years ago Dr. Haanel, Superintendent 
of Mines, investigated and reported upon the practical utiliza- 
tion of peat bogs. The investigation asked for need only, 
therefore, be conducted in Canada. i &

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TRADE CONDITIONS IMPROVING. 


The Market Situation at Nearly all Points Is Beginning to Stiffen a 
Little and Although the General Quietness Has Not Com- 
pletely Disappeared the Prospects Are Much Brighter. 


The market conditions in New York continue to improve little 
by little and the total sales this week are reported as’ slightly 
ahead of the previous one. Of course what little improvement 
there has been in the market may be taken only as a sort of 
preliminary movement, and so far as the paper men are con- 
cerned very little notice is taken of it. No general revival of 
business can be expected until after Labor Day, as the vacation 
season does not really end until that date. With the return of 
people to town and the general resumption of business in all 
lines a little more activity is looked for. If the usual fall trade 
should commence as early as is now anticipated a considerable 
stiffening of prices will no doubt be noted. Up to the present 
time no material betterment of quotations has been noticed. With 
the addition of the fall demand it is considered quite likely that 
all grades will assume a more healthful tone. The market posi- 
tions of the various grades have not changed very much over 
the previous week. Considering the very weakened condition of 
tissues at present it may be safely stated that it will necessitate 
a heavy demand to restore them to a firm basis again. An in- 
crease in business for the newspapers is soon expected and this 
will stimulate the consumption of news considerably. No actual 
improvement is apparent in book papers either in price or de- 
mand and the present strike of the lithographers all over the 
country has added to these troubles. A number of the leading 
book mills are reported as running very nearly full. The various 
grades of writings are beginning to shake off the midsummer 
dulness and are regaining their old strength gradually. Manilas, 
fibres and wrapping papers of nearly all grades have not as yet 
shown very much improvement and the reported meeting of the 
manila and fibre price committee did not affect them in the least. 
Quite a number of the mills running on the better grades of 
paper are said to be pretty busy filling orders. Those running 
on the poorer grades are not so fortunate. Upon summing up 
the market conditions for several weeks past it can be said that 
there has been some improvement in business and it is the gen- 
eral opinion among the trade that there is a good time coming. 


Just a Little Quiet at Holyoke.

The average business for the month wll, however, 
come up well with business for the corresponding periods of 
past years. 

The Chemical Paper Company has a good supply of orders 


for August. The business of the month has been quite satis- 
factory at this mill. 


The Whiting Paper Company has had an active demand for 
its ledger papers and also its fine correspondence papers. 

The Crocker-McElwain Company reports a satisfactory trade. 

Business of the Carew Manufacturing Company and Hamp- 
shire Paper Company at South Hadley Falls is very fair, and on 
the whole the owners of the mills have no cause for complaint. 

The mills in Berkshire county are now, it is believed, all run- 
ning, some having resumed operations after extensive repairs.

Very Good Business in Boston.

The distribution of paper by local dealers still goes on in re- 
sponse to the regular routine demands. Although this week 
winds up the month the call for paper so far is very good, buy- 
ers evidently being in pressing need and are obliged to place 
their orders even if their current monthly accounts are in- 
creased thereby. Considering the extreme hot weather of last 
week and the sultry days now being experienced it is remark- 
able that the volume of business should be so heavy as it is. The 
coming week will close the vacation season and then attention 
will be given more generally to the possibilities of the fall season. 

Concerning the fall trade every paper dealer in town is thor- 
oughly convinced that business will be very heavy and are pre- 
paring for it. The return of families from seashore and moun- 
tain resorts will bring special activity to retail trade and dealers 
are now getting their wrapping supplies into their stock rooms 
for early use. From the paper manufacturers’ point of view 
the outlook is very encouraging on all grades of paper so far as 
demand is concerned, and a heavy demand will no doubt force 
prices to a higher level on many kinds of paper now selling too 
low to suit some of the manufacturers. Having held their own 
so well during the long summer manufacturers have cause to 
feel hopeful with the improving conditions so soon to mate- 
rialize.

Increase in Prices Expected in Chicago.

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SUBSTITUTING PYRITES FOR SULPHOR. 


A Number of Wisconsin Fibre Manufacturers, It Is Said, Are Con- 
sidering the Advisability of Using Pyrites Instead of Brimstone 
—Deposits of High Grade Make This Possible. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 
AvpLeton, Wis., August 27, 1906.—Certainly two, and perhaps 
more of the Wisconsin firms making sulphite fibre are consider- 
ing the project of changing thcir installations for acid making so 








as to use iron pyrites instcad of brimstone in the making of 
the acid. The two firms referred to are among the largest man- 
ufacturers of the product in the State, and your correspondent 
is informed that other manufacturers are also looking into the 
It is asserted that the vse of pyrites instead of sulphur 
in the usual commercial form is very much cheaper. In these 
days when all prices except paper prices are mounting continu- 


matter. 


ally to higher altitudes, a saving such as is expected to be ac- 
complished by this change is a very welcome thing. Pyrites have 
for many years been successfully used in European sulphite mills. 
There is nothing at all complicated about the process. The 
only reason apparently why it has not been used to any extent 
in this country has been the pyrites has not been of good grade 
and obtainable in sufficient quantities. Sources of supply have 
however lately become available not far from this region, which 
are excellent in all respects for the purpose, carrying from 45 
per cent. to 50 per cent. of sulphur and susceptible of cheap trans- 
portation. It is asserted that it is possible for Wisconsin mills 
by the substitution of pyrites for brimstone to save from 40 per 
cent. to 50 per cent. of the present cost of making sulphurous 
gas needed in acid making. This very quickly runs into large 
figures, and can be estimated by every manufacturer for himself. 
It is claimed that the grades of pyrites used in Europe are not 
as good on the average as the grade here mentioned. The pyrites 
burners all consist of a mechanical burner of five or more 
shelves on which the pyrites is carried back and forth from the 
center to the outside of a circle by means of racks, dropping 
from shelf to shelf, thereby getting the greatest possible surface 
and assisting materially in the combustion. The burners work 
very simply and economically and the amount of gas given out 
is regulated automatically with an air fan. In some cases the 
iron ore produced as a by-product is of value, the sulphur being 
entirely eliminated, but no regard is given to this item in com- 
puting the economy over brimstone. Fox River. 


No Change in Litho’ Strike at Springfield, Mass. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., August 28, 1906.—The situation in the 
lithographers’ strike remains unchanged, the affair being engi- 
neered and fought from national headquarters. Frank E. Scu- 
lane, president of the local union, said last night: “To date 185 
firms have given us the eight-hour day, and we have word that 
the George Schlegel Company, of New York, which employs 50 
of our men and is a member of the employers’ association, has 
agreed to give the eight-hour day after September 1. Of course 
this defection from the employers’ ranks encourages us greatly. 
Our New York officers inform us that the Brooks Bank Note 
Company is offering lithographers $10 a day. However, they are 
not getting any men. Why, their New York -representative of- 
fered one of our men, who was an apprentice in the Bank Note 
Company shop, $150 in cash the minute he stepped inside the 
shop doors, and a five-year contract insuring him $25 a week 
and the foremanship of the pressroom. He didn't accept.” 


Cordage and Jute Fibres. 
The cordage industry and trade last fiscal year imported 
“8,198,077 pounds of cordage fibre, compared with 9,257,792 
pounds in 1905 and 9,490,289 pounds in 1904. The large wheat 








and oats crops have improved the markets for the products of 
this industry, especially in the form of binding twine. 

Imports of jute butts from January 1 to July 31 were 136,941 
bales, against 196 253 bales in 1905 and 160,802 bales in 1904. 
Decreased imports have been accompanied by increased con- 
sumption. Thus far this year 214,489 bales have been con- 
sumed in the United States, compared with 190,059 bales in 
1905 and 208,514 bales in 1904. This indicates that the reserve 
stocks are rapidly being reduced.

The Island Paper Company, Menasha, is putting in a Vollmar 
cooler, for cooling the acid fumes in the sulphite department 
after they pass from the sulphur-burning furnaces. 

F. A. Perine, of New York, and E. Gruzenbach, of Sheboygan, 
Wis., have lately been making a trip along the Wisconsin river 
looking over the water powers not as yet developed. Their ob- 
ject is not stated. 


« Work was started last week in installing the paper machine 
of the Marinette & Menominee Paper Company in the new mill. 
The buildings are entirely completed and what remains to be done 
is the installation of the machinery. 


The paper mill San Rafael y Anexas, in Mexico, has de- 
clared a dividend on a capital of $5,000,000, for the year 1904, 
of 8 per cent. In consequence of the new reformed tariff, with 
higher duties, stocks jumped from $61 to $145, closing at $115. 


The No. 2 machine of the Grand Rapids (Wis.) Pulp & Paper 
Company was started again last week after being down for a 
number of weeks. During this time many improvements have 
been made, and the machine is now turning out an especially 
fine grade of product. 


The tug “Bennett,” which for a number of years has been en- 
gaged in towing pulp wood rafts on the lakes and Green bay, 
Wis., was run down and sunk last week on Green bay, and at 
present lies in thirty feet of water. No effort has yet been made 
to raise her. The craft was valued at $15,000. 


The Holyoke (Mass.) Cast Iron Brazing Company did a piece 
of work fer the Gill Paper Company the other day that has not 
been duplicated in Holyoke at least. The 64-inch gear in that mill 
having broken a tooth the gear was brought up to the works 
and a new tooth brazed in. The gear weighs about 5,440 pounds, 
and is Criven by 1,000 horse power. The brazed tooth has stood 
the strain so far, and seems likely to wear as long as any tooth 
in the gear. 

The Powers Paper Company, of Holyoke, has been called 
upon the past week by some of the women employed by the 
concern to increase wages from $7.25 a week of fifty-eight 
hours to $9 per week of the same time. The company has 
made a satisfactory settlement with the women, and a strike 
which they threatened to institute has been averted. The 


‘company has in the past been able to deal with its employees 


without strikes, and the present adjustment of the demands of 
the young women has been received with much satisfaction in 
Holyoke. 


Restrictions Still On at Holyoke.

Iiluminated Wall Paper. 


Mr. Albert C. Knight, of Newark, N. J., assignor to the 
Gledhill Wall Paper Co., of New York, has been granted patent 
No. 822,209 on a process of making illuminated wall papers and 
the like. 

The invention relates to a process of preparing illuminated 
wall paper hangings, borders and ceilings, and has for its particu- 
lar object the permitting of the shading of the various designs 
and blending and raising the hues to the desired tints. For this 
purpose the process consists, essentially, in printing the designs 
in the darkest or richest shades of colors and then blending and 
raising the hues to lighter tints by washing out the pigment 
through stencils and manipulating the colors to produce the de- 
sired results. 

In carrying out the invention the patentee says: I prefer to 
take the unprinted paper which is to become the finished wall 
paper, and first treat it with a mixture of starch, water and lin- 
seed oil, stained with the colors desired, forming thereon either 
a uniform or multi-colored background, as may be desired, and 
then allow the paper to dry. Upon the paper thus prepared I 
print the desired designs in the darkest or richest shades of the 
colors wanted, adding, preferably, to the sized-pulp colors used 
for ordinary printing, from 3 to 10-per cent.’of.limseed oil. The 


printed design is gthen allowed to thoroughly dry, after which a | 


stencil conforming to the portion of the paper which it is desired 
to alter, as by blending of the colors and producing tints and 
high lights, is placed upon said paper so as to leave exposed the 
said portion. This portion is then worked by means of a moist 
sponge or other suitable means, stich as a brush or cloth, the 
“higher tints and “higher lights being formed by washing out 


through said stencil and the various blends by rubbing together 
the colors one into the other until the desired effects ane ob- 
tained. After the tinting and blending have been completed, I 
prefer to print an outline of the design, so as to form a binding 
for the several parts of the pattern in such a manner that any 
imperfections caused by water running under the edge of the 
stencil or otherwise will be covered, and the whole present a 
smooth and finished appearance. I prefer to print this binding 
by means of the ordinary hand block, or I may run the paper 
again through the usual printing press. 

The process consists of the following steps: Coating the un- 
printed paper with a mixture of starch, water and linseed oil 
stained with colors as desired, allowing this coating to dry, then 
printing upon the paper thus prepared the designs in the darkest 
or richest colors, to which 3 to 10 per cent. of linseed oil has 
been added; then, when this is dry, washing out and blending the 
various colors by rubbing with a moistened sponge through 
proper stencils, and, finally, printing an outline, binding the sev- 
eral parts of the pattern in such a manner that any imperfection 
caused by water running under the edge of the stencil or other- 
wise will be covered and the whole present a smooth and finished 
appearance. 


Saving Waste Paper from Slitters. 
Arrangement for removing and saving the waste of split 
paper edges on roll slitters. Patented in Germany by Ferd.

The outside or edge strips of paper cut by roll slitters, hang- 


_ ing down and accumulating on the floor, frequently catch in 


parts of the machine and interrupt the work; besides that, 
they get unclean and unfit for profitable use. 

The invention consists in an arrangement by which the 
waste edges are directly removed into separate receptacles. 
The funnel ¢, combined with a suction device, is applied in 
close proximity to the two outside cutters. 

The detached strips are carried into a collecting chamber by 
the air current; thus they are preserved in a clean condition 
for further usefulness.

The Necessity of Chemical Supervision in Each Mi!l Now Recog- 
nized—The Adoption of Such Supervision Desirable and 
Profitable—The U S. Government Testing Station.

During later years various cheniical and paper technical jour- 
nals have described the desirability of the promotion of chemical 
and technical research in-the-paper industry. While in former 
years the cellstuff industry as well as the. paper industry have 
been considered as non-chemical institutions, to-day the convic- 
tion has taken ground that a chemical supervision of every paper 
plant would be desirable and profitable. 

It has been found that the chemical testing of paper products 
has proven to be indispensable to success, and consequently this 
desirable state of progress is marching along in Germany, and 
other civilized countries. 

The first step in this direction has been initiated in Prussia for 
the purpose of investigating the radical conditions required for 
forming a sound paper sheet. A commission embracing many of 
the most~distinguished German and foreign paper makers, has 
been formed.for-solving various important, and stil] open, ques- 
tions, and let ‘us hope that it will also succeed in dispersing the 
still existing suspicious distrust regarding wood-stuff paper. The 
society of cellulose and paper chemists was formed last Fall in 
Berlin under the presiding direction of the celebrated technical 
paper expert, Willi Schacht, and the (since deceased) director, G. 
Beckmann. This society has succeeded in combining a number 
of technically skilled paper makers from Finland in the north to 
Rumania in our south—in Germany, France, Austria, England, 
and North America.. The desirable contributions of these mem- 
bers separated by thousands of miles cannot appear but grad- 
ually. 

-'Similar endeavors have caused the combinations of Scandina- 
vian, and especially of Swedish cellstuff-makers to provide P. 
Klason, professor of the technical high school in Stockholm, with 
ample means required for his researches of the sulphite boiling

‘takes notice.’ The two large fires at Gouverneur, N. Y., took 
out of the market over one hundred tons per day of ground ma- 
terial. With a healthy demand from domestic and foreign buyers, 
manufacturers are placed in the rather delicate position of 
trying to sat'sly their customers with a limited supply. The price 
has naturally advanced $1.co per ton and even a higher advance 
is offered by parties who must have their wants filled immediately. 
The purchase of the United States Tale Company by the Inter- 
national Pulp Company has not simplified matters. The capacity 
of the Union Tale Company will shortly be increased twenty tons 
per day, which will enable the company to help out their urgent 
acustomers. It looks, however, as if the normal price of agalite 
will reach $9.00 per ton f. o. b. Gouverneur, and that buyers will 
be satisfied. At the former price of $7.00 per ton the actual busi- 
ness has been unprofitable. There is absolutely no substitute 
for this material known, as no clay or filler equals it in white- 
ness or in the high retention in paper.”

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LOWERING THE BEATER ROLL. 


The Lowering of Beater Rolls a Very Delicate Operation—The 
Roll in the Ordinary Way is Periodically and Spasmodically 
Lowered, Adding to the Power Consumption. 


The lowering of the beater roll is, or should be, a very deli- 
suit the humor of the pulp as_ it 
half-stuff to beaten stuff, says a writer in 
Paper-Making, of London, England. The roll, as we 
know, in the ordinary way is periodically and spasmod- 
ically lowered. Each lowering adds to the power con- 
sumption. Dynamometer diagrams on hollanders and Um- 
pherston and Taylor beaters have proved to us that the con- 
sumption of power is dependent more upon the position of the 
roll in relation to that of the bed-plate than upon the exact 
condition of the stuff at the time. This is not always realized 
by beatermen. A man may look at a beater of stuff and say, 
“That stuff is strong and will require a lot of power to beat.” 
We would rather say, “We shall have to «make the beaters 
consume a lot ojpower to get that stuff off.” The beaterman’s 
great object, 6f coufse, Must be to beat the stuff to give the 
proper effect on the machine. The question of power is not as 
a rule considered, simply because the beaterman is hauled 
over the coals for getting the stuff too long or too wet for 
the machine, but nothing is said or known if he uses five or 
ten tons a week more coals than he need do. 

If each beater had attached a dynamometer or some Such 
contrivance that would indicate the absorption of power, or, 
better still, register on a dial what power had been absorbed 
throughout the treatment, the manager could see for himself 
what had been done at any time of the day or night. He could 
ascertain by comparison of Such diagrams, just how to lower 
the roll so as to get the stuff off not only to suit the machine 
and the class of paper required, but to save considerably on 
his coal bill. 

On a visit to the States I went over one of the best mills 
producing short fibred soda wood pulp for the manufacture of 
high-class printings. The propri of the works showed 
me a room which we might des as a “chart room,” in 
which were a number of self-recording instruments, resembling 
self-recording barometers, which instead of recording the pres- 
sure of the atmosphere, indicated the pressure in each of the 
digesters. By means of these curves he could ascertain wheth- 
er the men in charge of the digesters had done their work 
properly. The room was under lock and key, not available 
to the men. Whatever they did was faithfully recorded upon 
the chart. They had instructions to produce a certain curve; 
when they did so, the result was eminently satisfactory. Thus 
a complete tally of the work of each man can be kept, and 
the manager is better acquainted with the manner in which 
the boiling has beén conducted on examining the charts the 
next morning than if he had stood by the men the whole 
time. The same modus operandi may some day be applied 
to the beater. The idea was put forward by one of us in the 
articles on “The Theory and Practice of Beating.” 

We also discussed the possibility of automatically lowering 
the beater roll. This latter was taken up by Mr. A. D. Little, 
the well-known American chemist, and he communicated to 
us a plan by which this might be accomplished, together with 
a drawing and full description of the attachment. The idea 
of the attachment was to automatically reduce the space be- 
tween the fly bars and the bed plate by an arrangement con- 
sisting of a gear which, when started, could he left going, and 
so timed that. the roll, was ‘full down at the right time. 
View then held was that the roll requires to come nearer and

nearer to the bed plate, not by one or two turns every half 
hour, but perpetually. I submitted this ingenious contrivance 
to one or two leading and practical members of the paper 
trade, who seriously considered it at the time, and one of 
whom took the trouble to consult his manager and foreman 
about it in order that he could give us not only his own views, 
but those of his workpeople. The views generally held were 
that the beaterman is hot a mere machine which brings to- 
gether the roll and bed plate mechanically, but that he requires 
to humor his stuff from time to time, especially in mills where 
great variety of materials are under treatment, and where the 
beating has to be controlled to suit each quality and substance 
of paper. 

Furthermore, notably in rag mills, there are between 20 and 
30 different qualities of rags, each requiring different treatment, 
and these when mixed together or treated separately in the 
beater go to produce perhaps a hundred different kinds and 
substances of paper, each of which the beaterman has to study, 
In addition to this, there are further uncertainties, as, for 
instance, in one particular quality of rag (let us say “super 
tender,” or “best super,” which are not always exactly the 


« Same thing from one boiling to another). It is no doubt the 


intention of the papermaker that they should be so, but they 
are picked from rags coming from different merchants, some- 
times from home rags and sometimes from continental, some- 
times they are used soon after boiling, while others are stored 
away after boiling or bleaching, and they are consequently 
more or less tendered according to circumstances. It would 
be impossible, therefore, to lay down a cast-iron formula in 
regard to the exact position that the rolls should occupy at 
every stage of the beating. An intelligent beaterman must 
feel his way; the humoring of the stuff becomes instinctive, and 
no mechanical contrivance can display sufficient humor and 
intelligence, however ingeniously worked out, to provide for 
all these contingencies. 

On the other hand, it was pointed out to us that with cer- 
tain classes of paper, dealing with regular qualities of ma- 
terial, where few changes were made, such a mechanical con- 
trivance, when once put into operation, might be worked in a 
satisfactory manner—as, for instance, it might work in a mill 
beating for “news.” 

In further complication of this subject, we have to consider 
the fact that even in the-ordinary hollander, the details of which 
are more or less stereotyped,.the condition of the bars varies 
from time to time, as they get blunted, and the treatment 
which would do for bars recently sharpened would not hold 
good with the bars becoming worn. Furthermore, the treat- 
ment that would have to be accorded to a hollander would not 
hold good for another form of beater, a change in roll or 
bed-plate as to number of bars, angle, etc., would again affect 
the question. Each class would have to be manipulated in a 
different manner; hence all sorts of difficulties present them- 
selves, and for the time being we are obliged to dismiss the 
idea for any automatic contrivance for the lowering of the 
beater roll, which attempts to do away with the personal equa- 
tion of the beaterman.

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"The Litho Strike “Affects the Siena, 


Manufacturers of paper are at last Showing interest in the 





strike of the lithographers, as their interests are now becoming 
seriously affected. As a continuance of the strike means a great 
loss to those mill owners who make papers used by the lithog- 
raphers, a movement is now on foot among them with the object 
of exerting their influence for a speedy adjustment of the strike. 
Just what can be accomplished the paper manufacturers do not 
know. Nevertheless, they’are anxious to help in any plan look- 
ing to a settlement of the questions at issue. The point is to 
determine on what is best to be done. If this could be settled the 
paper, manufacturers would not hesitate a second in adopting it. 

To determine the desired plan it perhaps would be best for 
those most interested | to hold a meeting, appoint a committee, 
have the matter considered by the executive committee of the 
American Paper and Pulp Association, have that association take 
official cognizance of the situation, and have a conference of 
committees representing both the Employing Lithographers’: As- 
sociation and the American Paper and Pulp Association. 

By setting the ball a-rolling along the lines indicated it does 
seem as if some good would come of the effort. At any rate, the 
mill owners who are now losing money would have the consola- 
tion of having tried to better a bad situation—and one not of 
their own making. To continue to sit by until the rival forces 
tire each other out is just what the paper manufacturers do not

As this is true of each part, the various lists of paper dealers, 
stationers, paper box and paper bag makers, pad and tablet man- 
ufacturers, paper stock dealers, envelope manufacturers, etc., etc., 
will all be found more complete than ever before, 
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We Repeat Our Cry of “ Fraud.” 


The Windmill, in an editorial evasion of our charge of fraud 
made against its alleged directory, invites us to “go on with 
our cry.” We did cry fraud, and we now repeat it; we say that 
the so-called “directory” is a fraud on its few subscribers, and a 
fraud especially on those firms whose advertisements appear in 
its pages. We now add, that because of the ancient character 
of the data given in the book, that suits at law for the recovery 
of the money paid for such advert’semenis seem warranted by the 
facts. Contracts in order to stand the legal test must be lived 
up to—complied with—by both parties. In the case of the publica- 
tion of a directory it does seem as if the court would declare an 
advertising contract broken where the book in question was 
sixty per cent. wrong in its most important part. If a contract 
is taken for space in a directory for 1006-7, the publisher, in 
order to be entitled to payment for the space taken, should be 
able to show that his book is more than forty per cent. in ac 
cordance with the facts. As the essence of such a contract is 
revision, he should be able to demonstrate to the most critical 
that he has revised his publication. This he can not do; even 
a cursory glance at its contents revealing the most flagrant 
errors. 

Last week we gave two pages of valuable space to a few of 
the errors that we happened to notice as we paged through 
the book. As not one of our statements was so much as ques- 
tioned, let alone disputed, the confessicn of guilt is complete. 

his week in response to the invitation to “go on with our 
cry,’ we have compared just a few of our 700-odd written reports 
from mill owners with the alleged reports printed in the counter- 
feit “directory.” 

As the result of such comparison is about the same in each 
case, we will not waste space on many of them. We find, though, 
that the more critical the comparison the worse it is for the 
“reprint.” We invite the trade to verify this statement. 

In the “report” of the Passumpsic Fibre Leather Company, of 
Passumpsic, Vt., 4 beating and 2 wet machines are given as part 
of the mill’s equipment. Our writt:n resort reads 5 beating and 
3 wet machines. 

In the “report” of the Watab Paper and Pulp Company, of 
Sauk Rapids, (?) Minn., we note with considerable amusement 
that the entire “report” of this company’s mill was correctly 
copied, mistakes and all, from Lockwood's 1906 Directory. In 
the written report sent us this year the name of the president 
is spelled Dessert, and that of the vice-president of the com- 
pany is spelled Oberley. In our 1906 edition they were spelled 
Desert and Oberly. The “reprint directory” reprints the names 
just as we had them in this year’s book. In all other respects 
the report is wrong as compared with the written report sent us 
It is, however, a faithful copy of our 1906 report. The “re- 
print” even uses our expression of “widest trimmed sheet” in 
stead of its own “widest sheet made” and “trims — inches.” 

Next we come to ovr written report of the Reading Paper 
Mills of Reading, Pa. As one of the mills of this company, the 
Packerack mill, was thoroughly overhauled during the past year, 
new and larger machinery being installed, we naturally expect to 
find an enumeration of its new equipment Instead, we find 


last year’s report reprinted intact. Our written report says that 


the mill has 5-1.500-lb. beating and one Jordan engines, also one 
100-inch Fourdrinier. The “reprint” reads 5-700-lb. 3-900-lb. and 
one Jordan engine; one 74-inch Fourdrinier. And this is called 
revising! It is last year’s report 

Next on our pile of mill reports written by some officer of 
the various companies, we see that of the International Egg 
Carrier and Paper Company, of Newark, N. Y. As the counter- 
feit “directory” has no report from this mill, we are denied the 
pleasure of comparison. 

The report of the Westport Paper Company, of Westport, 
Conn., is next in order. This report came too late for insertion 
in Lockwood's Directory. Comparing it, however, with that in 
the “reprint,” we conclude that the report also came too late for 
that publication; in fact, it looks as if near'y all the alleged “re 
ports” came too late. 

In looking at our written report of the mills of the Riverside 
libre and Paper Company, of Appleton, Wis., and comparing 
it with the “misprint,” we see that in the “report” of the com 
pany’s paper mill, William M. Gilbert is put down as _ vice 
president, while in the report of the company’s sulphite mill, 
Thomas Pearson is given as vice-president. 

The equipment of the mill of the National Folding Box and 
Paper Company, at Ballston Spa, N. Y., is not stated correctly 
in the “reprint."” Our written report says 2-500-lb. and 2-1,000-Ib- 
beating machines. The “reprint” reads 2-400-lb., 2-500-lb. and 
1-Xoo-lb. beating engines. 

In our list of reports we next come to that of the new mill 
of the Barrett Manufacturing Company, at Peoria, Ill. This 
mill is not given in the “reprint.” 

John G. Hawley is not treasurer of the Albia Box and Paper 
Company, at Troy, N. Y., according to our written report from 
that company 

Our next report ts that of the St. Elmo (Ill.) Paper Mill, L. 
\llhands, receiver. In the “reprint” the mill stands in the name 
of William M. Johnston.

The Kanes Falls Pulp Company, at Fort Ann, N. Y., is in- 
cluded in the “reprint.” Our report, signed by E. J. West, treas- 
urer, secretary and general manager of the company, reads: 
“Mill has not been running in two years.” 

The Cecil Paper Company, of Lancaster, Pa., has 3-650-Ib. 
beating engines, 2-650-lb. washing machines and one Jordan. 
At least that is what our report says. The “reprint’s” “report” 
says 4-050-lb. beating engines and one Jordan. 

In our pile of reports we next come to that of the Monroe 


-Binder Board Company, of Monroe, Mich. Looking for the 


mill in the “reprint,”” we do not find it. Comparison is, there- 
fore, impossible. The result, however, is just the same. 

Coming to our reports of the mills of the Union Bag and 
Paper Company, we note what the secretary has written about the 
company’s No, 1 ground wood mill, at Sandy Hill. It reads: 
“Burned, December, 1905; new mill now in course of construc: 
tion.” The “reprint,” however, true to its name, prints last year’s 
report of the mill. 

Our report from the Lafayette Box Board and Paper Com- 
pany, of Lafayette, Ind., states among other things, that there 
is one 122 inch five cylinder machine in the mill. The “reprint” 
reprints its own last year’s report as follows: “Five 58 inch (42 
inch .sheet) cylinder machines.” 

And so it goes, each comparison rendering the shamelessness 
of the deceit all the more apparent. To continue our cry of 
fraud to the end would be to reprint the whole of the book. We, 
therefore, leave the task, having done our duty in warning the 
trade of the deception that is being foisted upon its members. 

The failure of a second “directory” to print correct reports 
from the mills is no doubt due to the fact that the mill owners 
will not duplicate their work each year in filling out reports of 
their plants. Any second directory cannot secure these reports; 
consequently, it cannot become a reliable reference book. The 
book for which all branches of the trade will gladly furnish data 
becomes of necessity the standard. 

The fact that the “reprint directory” was all reset anew this year 
renders the case all the worse for the publisher, because he could 
have had his book set right at the same price which it cost him 
to set it wrong. In legitimate revisions the principal cost of 
such work is for the changes made in the standing matter. To 
reset a book and not correct it in every respect possible, is a 
criminal waste of money. In any subsequent honest revision 
more money will have to be spent in paying for the changes that 
could have been made when the book was reset. 

The folly of resetting the old reports of a lot of burned mills, 
the names of dead men and a mass of obsolete data is nothing 
short of criminal. Resetting a book does not cure its errors 





or bring it up to date—revision is what accomplishes these de- 
sirable ends. 
So to the charge of fraud we must add that of foolishness, our 


“cry” now being thag the book is a foolish fraud. 


The Holyoke Card and Paper Company, Springfield, Mass., 
is to erect an additional brick building at its plant in that city.

Flag, Formerly Useless, Now Held at a Premium. 
LFROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Watcort-on-Lake Ontario, N. Y., August 28, 1906.—Since the 
previous announcements of the formation of the Montesuma Fibre 
Company and the uses to which the marsh flag can be put and 
the possibility of draining the Montesuma marshes, a great deal 
of interest has developed among people who own property adja- 
cent to marshes and quite a fever has run through this town and 
neighboring hamlets regarding the developing of the flag industry. 
In the marshes lying at the head of the bays along the shore of 
Lake Ontario are acres upon acres of this flag. For many years 
past a few tons of this flag have been annually harvested from 
the marshes of Port Bay and the people living in that vicinity 
have earned a few dollars every fall by working there when they 
had nothing else to do. Now these hundreds of acres of land 
that no one laid claim to and that were supposed to be practi- 
cally worthless have jumped in value and owners are cropping 
up on every hand. This property was supposed to be state land 
and was covered with water most of the time. People who own 
adjacent land are now seeking to lay claim to this marsh land 
abutting their property. 

Until this fall anybody who wanted to cut flag did so when- 
ever and wherever he chose, and nothing was said. Now one 
must pay for the privilege, for the surrounding property owners 
will not allow cutters to cross this land to reach the marsh land 
unless they do pay. One farmer who has never before received 
anything for the marsh adjoining his farm has been paid $50 for 
the privilege of cutting flag there. A Mrs. Hendricks, of this 
village, whose ancestors were the first settlers in this part of the 
country and who received extensive grants of lands from the 
government at an early date, now claims to have a deed to a 
large tract of marsh land. Many years ago the old homestead 
of the family was disposed of but the deed to the marsh land 
was not transferred as the land was considered practically worth- 
less. If the title is still good a fortune may await the present 
holder. 

A large portion of the extensive marsh land hereabouts has 
never been cut over, but this year promises to see a change, and 


. new that the work of flag cutting has commenced for the fall, 


a much larger area will be cleared. The oftener it is cut from a 
piece the better the quality of the flag, and each subsequent 
harvest is easier to gather. The new field into which this flag is 
entering will stimulate the demand, as is already evinced, and 


the marsh land along Lake Ontario’s shores will now become 


very valuable. "; Be 3s 
Selling Paper in Australia. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Ottawa, Canada, August 28, 1906.—The Canadian Commer- 
cial Agent in Australia writes regarding prospects for paper 
trade: “In response to inquiries I have had to express the 
opinion that it is exceedingly difficult for a mill to find a 
market in this country without having a representative on the 
spot. There are a number of British, European and United 
States firms represented, and at a distance of ten thousand 
miles negotiations would be too slow to accomplish much. 
The contracts are usually for three years, and the terms vary. 
The prices are to be quoted delivered at the stores of the 
newspaper companies, the shipper is asked to suffer the loss of 
all damage in transportation, and payment is made for only 
workable paper. In some cases, too, the mill is asked to hold 
in store a supply equal to two months at the disposal of the 
newspaper company, to guarantee regular deliveries. These 
terms are not demanded by all, but they are often exacted and 
complied with in an agreement.” i.

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ELECTROLYTIC BLEACHING. 


The Manifest Interest of Mill Owners in the New Method, 
Resulting in Many Inquiries, Led to a Lecture on 
the Subject by Professor E. Kirchner. 


As a result of the articles on this subject, printed in the Paper 
Trave JournaAL July 12 and August 2, many inquiries have been 
received by us and also by readers of the Wochenblatt concern- 
ing the following items:

How much power? 

How ojiten are the electrodes required to be replaced during 
steady service? 

What is the cost of an electrolyser that will produce 50 Kg. 
of chlorine per day?

These foregoing questions are answered in a lecture by Pro- 
fessor E. Kirchner, delivered at the convention of German cell- 
stuff makers in Hirschberg, Silesia. 

A translation of Professor Kirchner’s lecture, by Albert Komp, 
follows: 

Among the many claims for patents awaiting the fa- 
vors of the examiners, there is one that seems destined to play 
an important role in the cellstuff industry, with a tendency to 
place the electrolytic bleaching process into the foreground. 

However, the unsettled patent arguments would not allow us 
to give any further information at present, yet owing to the 
nearing future prospect, and to my conviction that the elec- 
trolytic bleach is entitled to occupy a part in the paper industry 
in our country as well as in America, under certain restraints, 
I have tried to formulate an answer to the question: “How far 
have we advanced the results of the electrolytic bleaching proc- 
ess, and wherein exists the advantages offered in said process, 
as compared with the chloride of lime bleaching process?” 

Chloride of lime bleaching is practically known to you as well 
as to myself. We are well aware of the unpleasant conditions 
combined with this costly but indispensable process for the pro- 
duction of white stuff. You are generally informed that many 
of the ébjectionable features of the chloride of lime bleach do 
not exist in the practical application of the electrolytic bleach. 
The tiresome solution of the costly chloride of lime is not neces- 
Residuals and injurious or poisonous off-lyes are almost 
entirely avoided. 

A properly constructed electrolytic apparatus allows a clean, 
reliab'e, easy and inexpensive management, provided as I suo- 


sary. 


. 
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pose the instalment of the mill is amply provided with water 
or steam power and also with electrical facilities for other pur- 
poses, 

I am not speaking to you on the ground of personal experi- 
ence, nor in the capacity of an electro-technical engineer, but I 
base my communications upon estimable information received 
from the electrical company of Haas and Stahl in Aue, which 
proves to have been successfully operating during many years 
in the field of the electrolytic bleaching process. I siriply wish 
to speak in the interest of science and progress in your trade. 
Regarding more precise statements of warranted productiveness, 
I would refer you to the mentioned firm: - * 

In case of an electric bleach instalment. the question arises 
first, “how large is the daily effective requirement of chloride of 
lime?” 

Let us figure on 500 Kg. of chloride of lime per day. Out of 
500 Kg. of chlor. of lime of 35 per cent., we can extract about 
78-87 per cent., that means 135 to 150 Kg. of effective chlorine in 


our bleaching beaters. 
* |

For supplying a substitute of 100 Kg. of chloride of lime, we 
require an electrolyser of a daily capacity of 27-28 Kg. of elec- 
trolytic chlorine, one capable of producing about 2.3 cbm. of 
lye proving 12 g. of chlorine per liter, and weighing about 3° Bé. 

Regarding the effect of bleaching, we can state the remarkable 
fact based upon experience, that this electrolytic lye of 3° Bé 
is equal to a good solution of chloride of lime of about 4° Bé. 

kive of the mentioned electrolysers are required to substitute 
500 Kg. of chloride of lime that would cost, as in the picture 
herewith produced, about 7,500 marks (we would mention, by 
the way, that a platinum apparatus would cost at least 20,000 
marks). 

The management of such an apparatus is very simple. The ex- 
terior vessel or stone-ware tub A with cells E of the electrolyser 
B placed inside, has to be normally filled with a rock salt solu- 
tion of 14 to 15 per cent. (14-15° Bé) up to the punctuated line, 
and then the electric current of about 75 amperes and 110 volts 
is started. The resulting development of hydrogen produces an 
independent circulation of the liquid (arrows 1, 2, 3, and 4), the 
same flow continuously through the cells, formed by the plates 
of the electrodes enter the chamber of the electrodes from below, 
and overflow above through openings into the tank; thereafter 
the liquid passes through a coil F and re-enters the cells of the 
electrodes at 4 in a cooled condition. 

This circulation results in the accumulation of effective chlorine 
in the liquid in the form of perchloric acid, perchloric sodium, 
ete. The completion of about 750 1. of electrolytic lye requires 
7 hours, another hour's time is sufficient for decanting, outlet-

NOVEL CYLINDER MACHINE. 


The Pulp, for Paper and Board, Flows Directly on the Upper 
Part of the Cylinder—Makes Single Sheets or Double 
Ones in Combination With Adjoining Paper Machines. 


From a tube 2, Fig. 1, the agitated stuff flows into a trough 3, 
being open on top and provided with an adjustable leather 
apron 4. The cylinder is covered by a surrounding perforated 
sheet 5, and is provided between the perforations with pro- 
jecting parts 6. These latter are covered by the metallic wire 
netting 7. The water flowing through the wire 7 is prevented 
from escaping sidewise by the raised sections 6 encircling the 


sheet 5 in ridges. By the arrangement of 5, 6 and 7 it is 
claimed that a suction of the off-water is produced. In order 
to further increase the inlet of the water from the cover 5, an 
arrangement Of brushes 8 has been applied on the shaft g. The 
brushes can be substituted by strips, scrapers or rollers. The 
water from the cylinder is taken up by a trough or pan 10. The 
web is detached from the cylinder by the felt 11 or by an end- 
less long wire being slightly in touch with the cylinder.

ting of the solution into a collecting basin for cleansing by water 
sprays and refilling with a new rock salt solution. In 24 hours 


the electrolyser finishes easily 3 of such preparations of bleach-- 


ing lyes, amounting to 2,250 liters. 

During the operation the electrolyser produces sometimes a 
gray, slimy foam derived from additions to the salt of % per 
cent. of petroleum as prescribed by the government. We also 
find impurities of the salt in the sediment on the bottom con- 
sisting in minute particles of coal; the lye proper, however, rep- 
resents a perfectly clear, greenish, ready-made bleaching fluid. 
This is allowed to run through a valve into a collecting re- 
ceptacle perfectly clear and entirely free from any particles of 
coal. 

This collecting receptacle may be considered as a second de- 
canting vessel and supply regulator of the required liquid; it 
affords a faultless clear bleaching preparation. This electrolytic 
lve should find an uninterrupted outlet without delay or without 
any intersection of pumps or similar devices into the bleaching 
beaters. 

Aiter closing the current a special supervision of the apparatus 
or other service is not required. A look now and then on the 
amperemeter, furher a rapid control of temperature that should 
not exceed 38° C, and is regulatable by a short turn of the cold 
water valve in order to keep the constancy of the water tempera- 
ture as near as possible at 25 to 30° C, and no further atten- 
tion to the apparatus is required. By maintaining this tempera- 
ture the apparatus is placed in the position required for the prac- 
tical performance of the process. The cooling water circulating 


in the coil though slightly warmed, retains its purity and may 
serve for other manufacturing purposes and therefore need not 
to figure in the calculation of expenses.

In case we use water power, the saving would amount to 
M. 5500. Steam power, 3000 per annum. 

The electrolytic bleach would cost the same as the chloride of 
lime bleach in case we estimate as high as M. 5 marks per 100 
Kg. of chloride of lime by figuring 0.65 cts. per HP. hours in 
place of 0.45 cts. per HP. hour. Even then the gained advantages 
in quality and the avoidance of a disagreeable and hurtful opera- 
tion would offer sufficient inducements for preferring the electro 
bleach. The calculation, however, looks different in case we fig- 
ure on a new instalment of a steam and dynamo plant for the 
electrolytic bleach. 

I leave the proof of any remaining advantages in the latter 
case to the firm of Haas & Stahl in Aue, who possess many 
years of experience in the electrolytic bleaching process. 

During an interesting discussion the great importance of the 
subject was generally accepted; some doubts as to the destructi- 
bility of cement basins, heaters and tubes by the action of electro- 
chlorine were dissipated by the speaker in pointing out that 
these parts could easily be lined with pottery materials as used 
in the construction of the electrolysing apparatus.

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CONTINUOUS PULP MOLDING. 


Machine for Molding Articles in Multiple by Web Formed on Cylin- 
der—This Process a Radical Departure—Larger and More 
Uniform Production Possible— Assigned to Union Bag. 


George R. Ward, of Sandy Hill, N. Y., has invented certain 
new improvements in pulp-molding machines, of which the fol- 
lowing is a clear, full and exact description—United States Pat- 
ent, No. 828,909. 

Mr. Ward describes his patent as follows: 

“My invention relates to a pulp-molding machine; and my 
object is to improve and simplify the construction of the same. 

“In that embodiment of my invention as shown in the accom- 
panying drawings my improved machine comprises a vat, a cyl- 
indrical mold-carrier rotating therein and having a plurality of 
mold-faces in parallel lines, each line of mold-faces being con- 
nected through channels in the hub or hollow axle with a flat sta- 
tiovary valve fitting the end of the hub and provided with three 
ports—one for suction, one for air-pressure, and one opgn to 
the atmosphere—a pair of reciprocating plunger-molds secured

to the frame and adapted to act on the surface of the cylindrical 
mold-carrier with elastic pressure and connected with the driving- 
wheel by suitable gear-wheels, which also act to control the 
opening of the valves, and a belt conveyer for taking off the 
web as it is formed. 

“In the drawings, Fig. 1 is a side elevation of my improved 
machine with valve removed and with the vat in section. Fig. 
2 is a plan of Fig. 1 with parts broken away for clearness. Fig. 
3 1s a side elevation taken from the side opposite to that shown 
in Fig. 1. Fig. 4 is an enlarged view of the mold-carrier and 
valve, parts being broken away and parts in section. Fig. 5 is 
an elevation of the carrier at right angles to Fig. 4 with parts 
in section and parts broken away. Fig. 6 is a vertical central 
section through the center of the carrier. Fig. 7 is a face view 
of the stationary portion of the valve, drawn to an enlarged 
scale. Fig. 8 is a partial plan view of the foundation-plate for 
each line of mold-faces. Fig. 9 is a plan view of part of one 
panel with part of the wire covering broken away. Fig. 10 is a 
section on line 10 10, Fig. 9; and Fig. 11 is a section on line 
11 11, Figs. 9 and 10 
“The vat 1 (which is one form of a pulp-supply device) is 


mounted on a base 2, forming a support for the frame 3 of the 
conveyer and for the double frames 4 5, which carry the recipro- 
cating mold-faces and operating mechanisms. ‘The vat may be 
provided wih inlets 6 and 7 for pulp and baffle-plates 8 and 9. 
Bearing-blocks 10 and 11, supported on the base 2, serve to sup- 
port the revolving hub 12 of the mold-carrier 13, which dips 
into the vat 1 for a part of its lower periphery, 

“The mold-carrier 13 comprises a hollow hub 12, cylindrical

The 
outlet 30 to the pressure is preferably controlled through a tap- 
pet-valve 34, located on a pressure-supply pipe 35, supplied

“Each polygonal side 14 has a radiating hollow plate-like spoke 
37, preferably belted to it by bolts 38 (see Figs. 4 and 5), the 
hollow central opening 39 of each spoke being opposite to the 
slotted openings 15 in the sides 14. The central portion of each 
spoke is shown as separated by partitions 40 into a number of 
chambers 41, each communicating with the mold-faces, as here-

edge of the foundation-plate into the chamber formed by the

“The conveyer shown is an ordinary endless belt conveyer 108, 
mounted on the frame 3. The web 109 of molded dishes is shown 
as passing onto the belt in Figs. 1 and 2. One of the recipro- 
cating faces may be provided with a projecting edge 110 (see 
Fig. 4) for compressing the pulp which bridges over from one 
panel to the next across the spacing-strip 43 to produce a web 
firm and strong throughout. 

“The operation is as follows:

PAPER.—The general tone of the market has not changed 
materially over the preceding week, although the quotations on 
the various grades were perhaps a little firmer and advance or- 
ders more numerous. Of course it is rather soon yet to look 
for any decided increase in business, as this is seldom the case 
until after Labor Day. As this is the last week of the present 
dull season the optimism of the trade is apparently growing 
stronger and preparations are being made to handle a big fall 
trade. The mills are receiving a fair supply of advance orders 
for this season. Although prices on the whole are ruling a little 
firmer it can not be said that any actual advances have taken 
place. That there is a gradual stiffening of quotations coming 
within the next few weeks is the opinion expressed by a ma- 
jority of paper men. From now on, according to present indi- 
cations, the consumption of paper will be expanding, and with 
the general revival of business in all lines, a more normal con- 
dition of the market is expected. Another point that will no 
doubt contribute to an upward movement in prices is the fact 
that stocks in the hands of consumers are reported very small. 
All hands agree that the prospects for a good fall business were 
never better, and without something unexpectedly happens these 
hopes will all be realized. We quote:

Continuous Pulp Molding. 

(Continued from page 50) 
the vat up toward the pressing-faces, the pulp being maintained 
upon the surface until, as shown in dotted lines, Fig. 4, the unit 
strips almost reach the upper part of the mold-carrier, after that 
they are exposed to the pressure-opening, which does not pro- 
duce any effect until it is opened by the tappet-valve 34. From 
the uppermost position to the taking-on or suction position the 
surface is exposed to atmosphere through the outlet 30 of the 
valve. When the mold-carrier comes to rest, the connecting- 
rods of the toggle-levers will be thrown to straighten the toggle- 
levers, forcing the upper mold-faces down upon the correspond- 
ing convex mold-faces to compress the pulp thereon. This pres- 
sure is automatically maintained constant, because of the resili- 
ent mounting of one end of the toggle-levers on the piston in 
the pressure-cylinder; but the pressure may be adjusted by mov- 
ing weight 112. Resiliently mounting one of the mold-faces, 
between which the pulp is pressed, is an advantage, for the thick- 
ness of pulp may be varied on a face. and when the pulp there- 
on is compressed extra thickness might break or severely strain 
the parts unless one of the faces could yield under pressure. 
Upon the release of the recessed or upper mold-faces the tappet- 
valve is operated through the cam, pawl, and ratchet and a quick 
blast of air directed through that mold-face immediately below 
the upper plunger. This successively blows the molded web off 
the raised mold-faces, preserving the web-like formation, as 
seen in Fig. 1. To prevent the spacing-strips between each 
unit-mold line from forming weaknesses across a web, I have 
provided the overlapping edge 110, so that all parts of the web 
will be compressed. 

“It will be observed that the reciprocating mold-face 80 is one 
embodiment of a means independent of the mold-carrier—that 
is, not mounted on said carrier—to firmly compress the layer of 
pulp upon a traveling mold-face 44, so as to compact the fibres 
of the pulp. It is preferable to exert the pressure in a direction 


perpendicular to the axis of the carrier, as in this way a con- 
struction is attained which may be made very strong as the 
pressure is taken up by the axle and bearing-blocks upon which 
the carrier rotates, and in the present embodiment this pressure 
is exerted toward the axis of the carrier. I prefer to arrange 
the convex mold-faces 44 so that the general plane of each face 
is substantially prependicular to the plane of rotation of the 
carrier, which plane of rotation in the present embodiment is 
vertical. 

“In the present embodiment of my invention, as shown in the 
drawings, | have perforated the carrier between the convex por- 
tions of the mold-faces and have applied suction through said 
faces in succession and also through the perforations between 
the same, so that there is formed a continuous web of pulp which 
includes the pulp deposited on two successively adjacent faces 
44 and also between the same—that is, the pulp deposited on 
one face 44 is joined to the pulp deposited on the next suc- 
ceeding face. I also preferably perforate the carrier at each side 
of said faces continuously around said carrier, so that the con- 
tinuous web of pulp will include the pulp deposited on the two 
faces and between each two of the same, by which construction 
a continuous web of pulp of any length desired may be taken off 
without any break therein. Figs. 9, 10, and 11 illustrate a panel 
of the carrier with convex mold-faces 44 thereon, and in order 
to form the perforations between two successive faces I have 
perforated the chambered plate 45 with holes substantially up to 
the edge of the same and have covered the plate with the layers 
of wire-gauze. When suction is applied, air will draw through 
the holes in the plate and through the meshes of the wire-gauze 
and give the effect of minute perforations extending entirely 
over the upper face of the panel, and the dividing-ribs 43 (see 
Fig. 4) may be made so thin that the pulp deposited on one 
panel will be joined to the pulp deposited on the next succeed- 
ing panel, so as to form a continuous web. In the present em- 
bodiment the web is removed from the faces in succession by a 
pressure of air which is greater than ordinary atmospheric 
pressure. 

“I prefer to compress all parts of the web by successive pres- 
sures, and in the present embodiment the reciprocating mold 78 
is of a sufficient width to overlap a portion of said web which is 
compressed by said face at the preceding compression, for it will 
be observed that the extension 110 will compress a portion of 
the web on the panel next to be brought under the face 80 and 
that this portion of the web on said panel at the next com- 
pression will be overlapped and compressed by the right side 
of the mold 78 at the succeeding compression, so that all parts 
of the web between two succeeding faces will be compressed by 
said reciprocating mold-face. The different panels, one of which 
is illustrated in Figs. 9 to 11, are independently removable, which 
is an advantage when one becomes broken or damaged or 
clogged. I prefer to have the handles independently remov- 
able and have so shown them in the particular embodiment of 
my invention shown in the drawings; but it will be observed that 
the sticcession of panels in effect form a substantially contin- 
uously perforated substantially cylindrical surface with mold- 
faces thereon. 

“The pistons 75 in the chambers 69, together with the com- 
pression-chamber 73, form one embodiment of a resilient means 
for allowing the reciprocating mold-face to yield when pressed 
against a corresponding face on the carrier, and the blow-off 
valve 74 and adjustable weight 112 for regulating the pressure 
(see Fig. 1) is one form of a means for adjusting the resilient 
pressure on said pistons. 

“While in the drawings I have illustrated and have heretofore 
particularly described a specific embodiment of my invention, 
| am aware that many variations therefrom may be made with- 
out departing from the spirit of my invention as claimed, and 
I therefore do not limit myself to the constructions heretofore 
specifically described and illustrated in said drawings.
